goMBRTiLLE, N. J., Feb. 7.—While 
tbe loss of property at Bound Brook 
last night by fire and tiood will be well 
up to ezp^tation, based upon the 
meagre 
information obtainable in 
seaaon for the morning papers, it is 
now reasonably certain that but one 
life was lost. This man, whose name 
was Miller, perished in an attempt to 
aid people in distress. While the flood 
was at its height, Miller entered a row 
boat intending to rescue a family whom 
the rising waters had driven to take 
refuge in the upper part of their home, 
which was situated about 100 feet back 
from the Bariton river. Before he had 
gone far the swift current upset the 
boat and Miller was not seen again. 


At daylight, when the last messen 
ger who has reached this city left 
Bound Brook the flood had begun to 
subside. The^^water had spread back- 
waidd from th^ river about 14,000 feet 
and residents within the submerged 
section had been forced to leave the 
lower parts of their houses and take 
refuge in the upper stories. 
At 3 
o'clock this morning the water was 
nearly ten feet high in the main street 
of the town. 


The flood was caused by the heavy 
rains oveiflowiog the £aritan river. 
The water in the Meadow Brook, about 
a qusrter of a mile from the heart of 
Bound Brook, also overfl jwed its banks. 
It swept on both sides of the Centrsl 
railroad bridge, submerging the bridge 
and rushing talong the tracks. The 
surrounding country for a quarter of a 
mile on each side of the heart of the 
village was flooded. 


The three main blocks in the village 
were flooded with water, and while tbe 
citizens were trying to reficue people 
from the houses that were in danger of 
being swept away in their houses by 
the flood, a fire was discovered. It was 
first seen in the lumber yard of L. D. 
Cook & Co. An alarm was turned in, 
but the volunteer firemen of Bound 
Brook, thinking they would be unable 
to cope'with the fire, sent word io 
Somerville and Flainfield for assistance. 
Engines were started for Bound Brook, 
but they had not gotten far outside the 
lindt»pf their respectiye towns when 
they were forced to return, the roads 
being impassible on account of the 
floods. Citizens were unable to do any- 
thing in tbe attempts at fighting the 
flames or rescuing property, because of 
the swiftnees of the current of water 
rushing through the streets, which 
threatened to carry men off their feet. 


Under these conditions the fire had 
simply to burn itself out. It is thought 
that twenty houses have either been 
destroyed by the fire or wrecked by 
thA flood. Many small outhouses be- 
longing to farmers on the outskirts of 
Bound Brook were carried away by the 
fl90d and were swept down the Baritan 
river. 


People driven from their homes by 
the fire and flood took refuge at first 
in the Presbyterian church, but the 
flsmes spread to that edifice and the 
inmates were obliged to leave it. All 
escaped. 


There are reports current of loss of 
life in Bound Brook beyond that of 
Mr. Miller, but the basis of rumors can- 
not at present be ascertained. 


Many rcsicents of Bound Brook, 
whoee business is in New York, were 
unable to reach their homes last night. 
Much live stock belonging to farmers 
on the outskirts of Bound Brook was 
carried away by the flood. The tele- 
phone wires in Mjers' drug store were 
wdeserted by the operator at 9 o'clock 
last night. Tbe telegraph operators:in 
the Lehigh Valley and Central railroad 
offices sent messages while standing in 
water up to their knees, but finally 
when the water began to get higher 
they were compelled to leave their 
posts. 


The water got so high that it put out 
the fires in the Baritan water works 
and this leaves Baritan and Somerville 
without water. , The'Baritan river was 
over twenty five feet higher than its 
normal level last night. The river and 
the canal which were 200 yards apart 
before the water began to rise yesterday 
aiternoon, were all one last night. The 
woolen mills in Somerville were flooded 
and work had to be suspended. 


PLAIKFIELD, N. J., Feb. 7.—While a 
locomotive was making the ineffectual 
effort to draw a flat car carrying a fire 
engine to Bound Brook last night, it 
ran upon a man, probably from Bound 
Brook, whom the oveiflow bad driven 
to tbe higher ground upon which the 
track is built. He was hurled into the 
torrent rsging at the side of the track 
and swept out into the Baritan river. 


NEW YOKE, Feb. 7.—A dispatch re- 
ceived from Patcahogue Long Island 
early today says: "It is blowing a gale 
all along the coast. The men who 
remained oi the stranded steamer 
Lamington have been taken off by the 
breeches buoy. The position of the 
steamer is very bad. The sea is con- 
tinually washing over her and she 
pounds heavily on the bar. 
The 
opinion Beems to be general here that 
the Lamington will be a total loss." 


MOBBISTOWN, N. J., Feb. 7—The 
reeidents of the lower scction of this 
town were kppt in a state ot terror all 
night by the floods caused by the 
breaking of the Pocahontas 
lake 
dam 
in the upper end of 
Morristown. The water rushed into 
the valley sweeping everything before 
it. The peo^ple had to take to the up- 


per stories of their houses and remein 
there until they could be removed in 
boats. The water in the streets rose 
to a depth of from seven to tea feet. 
No lives were lost. 
The most serious 
damace 
was done to the hygienic 
company, Malley estate, the electric 
light power house and tbe Edd and 
Selly estates. This morning the water 
had gone down considerably in the 
southern section of the town and was 
not more than three or four feet deep. 
The tracks of the Whippinany River 
railroa'd are still under water. The 
lake dam had for a long time been in a 
dilapidated condition, resdy to break 
during any severe storm. 


T B B E X MEN 
DBOWNEN. 


BBISTOL, Conn., Feb. 7.—Three men 
were killed by the fall of the Pequa- 
buck river bridée during the ntorm 
last night. The bodies of the victims 
were recovered tnday. 
Their names 
and places of residence are: 


Martin Curry, New Britain. 
Daniel O'Brien, Hartford. 
Nicholas Bich, E^ist Hartford. 
There were thirteen men on the 
bridge when it went down. 
The ten 
survivors sustained paiinful bruises, but 
none of them were seriously hurt. The 
men constituted a gang of engineers, 
mechanics and laborers, who were en 
gaged in strengthening the bridge, 
which had recently been condemned 
as unsafe. They were raising a derrick, 
which toppled over, the fall of the 
derrick causing the bridge to give way. 
It was impossible, owing to the flood 
whioh was running in thi/ river, to aid 
the men who fell into the stream with 
the derrick and they were swept on 
into the pond which receives the 
Pcq^buck river. 


BEVEK 
MEN MISSIKG. 


BBISTOL, Conn., Feb. 7, 4 p. m.—This 
afternoon consternation wss caused by 
the discovery that the loss df life by 
last night's accident may be as great as 
at first reported. It has been learned 
that on the bridge at the fatal moment 
there were tsrenty-one men instead of 
thirteen. At this hour, 3:45 p. m., the 
record stands: Three dead bodies re- 
covered; eleven are known to be alive 
and seven are missing. Among those 
are Patrick McCarry and James Mack, 
both of New Britian. The officials 
feel confident that in Place Field 
pond there are several bodies, bjut 
there is a covering of iceseveral inches 
in 
thickness, and all efforts to 
ascertain the facts are futile. Chief of 
Police Arms, of this place, is conduct- 
ing the. search and it is expected that 
several bodies will be found before 
night fall, the storm has interrupted 


communication 
with 
the outside 
world and the ascertainment of details 
is difficult. 


WASHINOTON, Feb. 7.—The Catron 
prize fight bill will be sent to the presi- 
dent today and it is likely that it will 
be a law before tomorrow morning. 
The emergency due to the prospective 
Fitzsimmons-Maher and other contests 
has caused the friends of the bill to 
move with a celerity extraordinary in 
congressional proceedure and now that 
formalities only remain, pains will be 
taken to insure the speediest possible 
action on the measure. 


The clerks of the senate and bouse 
yesterday took precautionary steps in 
the way of preparation of the bill for 
signature by the two presiding officers 
of the house and senate, inasmuch as 
that all remaining to be done is for the 
cutttomary 
enrolling committees io 
make announcement and then secure 
the signatures needed beiore the bill is 
sent to the president. Speaker Beed's 
signature will be affixed to the bill 
early in the aiternoon, and it then will 
be rushed to the white house. The 
president's attention will be called to it 
at once, and no doubt is entertained 
regarding his prompt signature. The 
bill from this moment will be a law of 
the United States, it being effective 
immediately. 


The temper of the officers of the gov- 
ernment is so well known that, al- 
though they decline to be quoted on 
such a matter at present, it can be 
stated positively no effort will be spared 
to prevent the fight. The Catron bill 
makes prize fighting a felony with im- 
prisonment for from one to five years, 
and should those connected with the 
fight have the termity to bring it about 
in violation of the law they will find 
themselves rigorously prosecuted as a 
warning to any persons who may design 
following in t^eir footsteps.

luniANAPOLis, Ind., Feb. 7.—William 
H. English died at his rooms in the 
Hotel English today at 12:35 p. m- 
Mr. English had been ill with the grip 
for two weeks. Several days ago rheu- 
matism set in and the beart action be- 
came bad. While his naturally strong 
constitution gave Mr. English's friends 
strong hope for his recovery, his con- 
dition has throughout been considered 
grave. 


For the past three days the patient 
had lapses of unconsciousneEs and since 
last night he has been able only at long 
intervals to recognize persons about 
his bedside. 
Those present, when 
death 
came, 
were 
Mrs. 
Wal- 
ling, Mr. English's 
daughter, and 
her husband; Dr. Franklin Hays, 
the family physician, Mr. English's 
private secretary and Will English, his 
son. While no details for the funeral 
have yet been arranged, the statement 
hes been given out that the interment 
will be at Crown Hill cemetery, this 
city, on next Sunday a'ternoon. Mr. 
English was for a number of years 
prominent in state and national poli- 
tics, being the democratic candidate 
for vice president in 1880. For several 
years he has been living a retired life, 
being encaged in writing "The History 
of the Northwest." 


Mr. English was one of the wealthiest 
men in the state of Indiana.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—The house to- 
day suddenly become involved in a 
bitter controversy. It sprang from the 
remarks by Mr. Talbert, democrat, of 
South Carolina, in defense of Fecession, 
which Mr. Barrett, republican, of Mas- 
sachusetts, regarded sa treasonable. 
He had the speaker's wcrds taken 
down and offered a resolution of cen- 
sure. After a wrangle and some ex 
planations Mr. Dalzell, of Pennsylvania, 
moved to re^er the Barrett resolution 
to the judiciary. This was carried by 
a vote of 154 to forty one. This is 
understood to mean that no notice will 
be taken of the matter. Mr. Owens, of 
Kentucky, was the only democrat who 
voted against the motion.

NEW YORK, Feb. 7.—The storm which 
begsn Wednesday night and raged 
with hurricane force all through yes- 
terday, continues today, but greatly 
moderated. Steamers which have come 
into port today report having exper- 
ienced the full force of the storm. Sev- 
eral sailing vessels are reported off the 
harbor waiting for a subsidence of the 
wind. Throughout the- country tribu- 
tary to New York, and particularly in 
New Jersy, traffic is much impeded by 
washouts, and many travelers were 
^compelled to go from their homes to 
their trains in row boats. The Rah way 
river overflowed its banks and the 
streets of Eahway were flooded. For 
miles around the low lands also were 
entirely '«ubmerged. On some farms 
along the Middlesex county lines the 
farmers were 
compelled to move 
their live stock to places of safety. Out 
buildings, fences and other things were 
washed away by the storm and the 
meadows extending from Staten Island 
Sound and the Woodbridge creek were 
flooded to a depth of four feet. In 
Patterson the Passaic river was never 
so high as it was last night. 
The Old- 
ham bridge was washed away and two 
small bridges across the river at Little 
Falls were also carried away by the 
storm. Cedar Grove dam has gone and 
the streets in Little Falls are flooded. 
The Beattie Carpet mills have several 
feet of water in the buildings. The 
electric railroad and the lower part of 
Little Falls is under wat^r.

They also stand 
high in fraternal affairs and two or 
more are prominent in church matters. 
Abbott, Hall and Kinnear have many 
friends in this city. The chief witness 
before the jury was L. C. Klosterman, 
a sub-engineer on the work for the 
city, who having subsequently left the 
city on account of forgery in another 
matter was captured in New Orleans. 


BURIED IN A ^ D BAR 


Was the Head of the Murdered 
Pearl Bryan. 


Alonzo walllne Tells tbe Grewsome 
Tale to tbe Detectives 
and 
Newspaper Reporters. 


CINCINNATI, 0,, Feb. 7 —Alonzo Wall- 
ing, one of the suspects for the murder 
of Pearl Bryan today sent for the re- 
porters and detectives and confessed 
that all the clues hi» had furnished as 
to the locality of the head of , the 
decapitated woman were mislead ng. 
He said ; "The head is buried in the 
sandbar at Dayton, a suburb near Fort 
Thomas, on the Kentucky side of the 
river.' 


He added that "Jackeon often spoke 
of the sand bar at that place as a good 
one in which to hide anything when he 
planned how to conceal evidences of 
crime. He said he beileved the head 
buried in the sand bar and that it could 
yet be found there." 


The detectives, with a large force of 
laborers, were sent to the sand bar to 
search for the head. Later in the day 
Walling repeated this statement to 
Mayor Caldvrell, Chief Deitsch and 
others. A large crowd has gathered on 
the bank of the river at Dayton, just as 
they gathered early in the week around 
the Covington and Newport reservoirs 
when they were being drained. 


A DOUBLE LIFE. 


New Developments in the Hel- 
man Family Tragedy. 


Tbe Father and Perpetrator of 
tbe 
Hideons Crime I^eft a IVife and 
Cliildren In Germnny. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 7.—Investigations in 
connection with the wholesale slaugh 
ter of the Klaettke family by Anar- 
ceist Richard Klaettke, brought to 
light today a fresh sensation regarding 
the killing of the Helman family, 
one of the several parallel cases 
here within the past few months. 
Helman, who was a prosperous contrac- 
tor, 
asphyxiated his wife, 
four 
children and himself. At the time it 
was supposed to be the result of insan- 
ity, but it has now been discovered 
that 
Helman had two families 
—the Chicago household, 
and a 
wi^ and two children living in 
Germany. A short time before the 
tragedy occurred, Helman received 
news that his deserted wife in Germany 
had discovered his -whereabouts and 
was on the way with her children to 
America. Helman's first wife arrived 
a few days after the tragedy, and is 
now living in the house in which her 
husband and his American 
family 
lived. 


WAR SCARE OVER 


And the Senatorial Contest Pro- 
eeedingrs Are Tame. 


The Fitteenth'Ballot Was >ot DllTer-

FRANKFORT, Ky., Feb. 7 —Public in- 
terest in the senatorial race was tame 
today. 
The war scare was over for the 
present and the ladies filled the lobbiep. 
President Pro Tem Goebel called the 
joint session to order, Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor Worthington being absent. The 
roll call showed Ilayward and Hissem, 
Stege and Noe paired, leaving 134 pres- 
ent, sixty-eight being necessary to a 
choice. 


Wessringer and Carroll voted for 
Carlisle. Speight, Violet and Walker 
voted for McCreary. Poor voted for 
Bate. 


The ballot resulted: Hunter, 66; 
Blackburn, 62; McCreary, 3; Carlisle, 2; 
Bate, 1. The assembly adjourned with- 
out any unusual scene or incident hav' 
ing occurred.

Bloody pants have been 
found in 
Walling's closet at the dental college. 
He says Jackeon wore them and put 
them there. 
Blood stained rubber 
overshoes, left by Walling at a house of 
fame, were turned up last evening. 


Walling was interv^wed by an En- 
quirer reporter this morning and is 
reported as saying that Jackson used 
hydrocyanic acid or cocaine and arsenic 
injected hypodermically to make way 
with the girl. William Wood arrived 
here with detectives last night, accom- 
panied by his father, Rev. Dr. M. 
Wood, of New Castle, his uncle. Rev.

Special Inquiry for Block Coal Slack 
to Replace Natnrnl Gas. 


BRAZIL, Ind., Feb. 7—The chamber 
of commerce, of this city, is in receipt 
of many letters from manufacturers in 
the natural gas belt, stating 
that 
they realize that the life of the gas belt 
is not more than four or five years, and 
that they are taking time by the fore- 
lock in arranging for a suitable location 
in the coal fields, when the blow comes. 
The chief feature to be considered is 
cheap fuel. Some manufacturers say 
they stand ready to make the change 
now if coal could be supplied at thirty- 
five or forty cents a ton. The Central 
Iron and Steele company, of tisis city, 
have been ezperimentirg with cheap 
fuel, and have hit upon gas made 
from slack coid, and they 
have 
been 
operating 
their 
spike mill 
successfully for several weeks with the 
gas. Choice slack coal from the block 


coAl cosfti from twenty to twenty-five 
cents a ton. This company eutimates 
that gas manufactured from slack coal 
gives in actual service what would be 
equivalent to block coal at one-fourth 
the cost, or what would be equivalent 
to a ton of block coal at $1.25 can be 
obtained by this gas at thirty cents. 


The practical test by the Central Iron 
and Steel company was watched with a 
good deal of interest by manufacturers 
in the gas belt, both in Ohio and Indi- 
ana, as they realized that the solution 
of their difiQculty in case of a failure of 
natural gas, lay in it. Slack coal from 
the block fields have been shipped to 
Findlay, Ohio; Alexandria, Anderson 
and other places where manufacturers 
have given it a thorough test, and all 
report it a success. The slack from the 
block fields is particularly adapted, as 
it is free from objectionable impurities.

dently expected to beat a drum in 
Salvation army band as to take part in 
a meeting like that of Monday night, 
having for its cause of solicitude the 
Salvation army. 
The army has evi- 
dently grown great and popular. 


Ok second thought, many Indiana 
republicans are not inclined to surren 
der the hope that Harrison may, by 
force of circumstances, become the 
nominee of the St. Louis convention. 
They who refuse to be drawn away 
from their allegience to the ex-presi 
dent recall James G. Blaine's letter 
announcing that his name would not 
be presented to the Minneapolis con- 
vention. 
"You will recall that, not- 
withstanding the letter, Mr. Blaine's 
name was presented," said one man 
"His letter was subject to two interpre- 
tations. so it did not leave him so 
strong before the public as is General 
Harrison today." 


Give Tliein Ttaeir Rlgbts. 


If congress is unable to pa(s any 
thing but resolutions, it would be well 
if all its resolutions were as reasonable 
and just as that relating to Cuba just 
reported in the senate. 


This resolution simply expresses the 
judgment of congress 'that a state of 
war exists in Cuba and that the United 
States ought to maintain neutrality 
between the bellijgerents and accord 
them impartially the rights to which 
they may be entitled. 


This is evidently the judgment of 
the country, and the action proposed is 
not only in accordance with facts-but 
is in accordance with justice and r^ht. 
and can do violence to no international 
obligations. 
Spain acknowledged the 
belligerency of the Confederate states 
with far Jess reason, and the Cubans 
are clearly entitled to this recognition 
from us. 


While any action to be taken must 
be through the executive, it is right 
that in a matter of such importance 
the attitude of the country should be 
determined by congress, and that is 
one of the many proposed resolutions 
thatwill meet with general condemna- 
tion.

The annual 
liquor license fee is 
$1.200 in Boston, $1,000 in Philadel- 
phia, $600 in St. Louis, $500 in Chicago 
and $250 in New York. 
It is proposed 
by the Raines bill, now pending at 
Albany, to bring New York higher up 
in the list by making the rate $800 and 
by increasing the rate in Brooklyn to 
$650 
Until last year, when it was 
raised, the license fee in Brooklyn for 
saloons of the first class was $100, the 
same as in New Orleans. 


The fixing of license fees for liquor 
selling being a matter for the separate 
legislatures in those states in which 
licenses of any kind for liquor eelling 
are permitted, the rate varies radically, 
and there is no uniformity on the 
question. One state favors high license, 
another inclines to low license, and 
instead of there being, as is the rule of 
the federal government in internel 
revenue matters, a pingle fee, increased 
by sales beyond a given figure, the 
local authorities in most of the coun 
ties of each state have charge of the 
question of figuring the amount of 
license within the limitations estab- 
lished by the legislature—a maximum 
fee. 


The average license rate in Alabama 
is $25 a year. 
In California it is $40 a 
month for sales in excess of $10,000, 
and scaled down to $5 a month for the' 
smaller places. 
In Colorado the ordin- 
ary license is $300. in Connecticut it 
varies from $100 to $500. In 
Georgia 
i 
country license costs $2.500, but in 
the ciiy of Atlanta what must seem to 
most persons as an absurd disparity 
exists—$25 for wholesale liquor dealers, 
$250 for beer saloons and $1.000 tor 
liquor saloons. 
In Idaho the average 
rate is $200 a year. 
In Illinois it varies 
from $250 to $500. 
la Indiana the 
state license fee is $100, and the local 
authorities of cities then add to this as 
much of $250 additional as they desire. 
Iowa has a limited license law. 
Kan- 
sas is a prohibition state. 
In Kentucky 
licenses are granted by the courts at 
retes varying from $50 to $150. 
Maine 
is a prohibition state. 
la Maryland 
the average license fee is $250. 
Massa- 
chusetts is a high licence state, with 
the rate ranging from $1,000 to $1,500 
for liquor saloons. 
In Michigan the 
beer license is $300 and the retail 
liquor licente $500. 
In Minnesota the 
rale is $1,000. 
In Mississippi it varies 
from 1200 to $1,000. 
In Missouri the 
state license is $500 and the local au- 
thorities add to this from $50 to $100. 
In Nebraska the minimum license fee 
is $1,000. 
In New Jersey the rate 
varies according to localities, some 
cities maintaining a high and others a 
low rate, the general average in the 
cities of the state being $250.

the tax is $250, in Oregon $400.

N e w Ships a n d N e w Guns. 


The Uuit(id States has now a weaker 
navy, compared with that of England, 
than it had in 1812. But if we keep on 
for ten years longer constantly building 
new ships it is likely that we will have 
as strong sea fighting power as any of 
the other great nations. 


The present)! need • of the country is 
coast defenses,"fortificationfi, great guns 
commanding the ' entrances to our prin- 
cipalj seaports ^ and ^fighting ships that 
can tackle foreign f cruisers. 
Two of 
these great guns have lately been put 
In place at Willets point, Long Island, 
juflt where the sound narrows into 
what is called East river, rushing past 
New York city like a mill race. 
The 
two new cannon are of the pattern 
known as disappearing gtms.^ They are 
80 feet long. 
When one' of them is 
about to be flred, it runs its long black 
nose out into the air and goes off bang. 
Then by an ingenious arrangement of 
machinery it drops back under cover in 
a second's time or less, so that no hostile 
ship can draw a bead on it and knock it 
out. 
Each of the two new disappearing 
gims will discharge a shell or projectile 
weighing 675 pounds. 
This shell can 
penetrate armor plate 14.6 inches thick, 
that, too, two miles away. 


Two new baCTleships have been re- 
cently put under construction which 
will add much to our fighting power at 
comparatively close range. 
These are 
the Eearsarge and the Kentucky. They 
will be finished at about the same time, 
and the contractors are allowed four 
years to do the work, but undoubtedly the 
vessels will be ready in less time. They 
will be built at Newport News. 
They 
•will differ from European battleships in 
that they will have somewhat less coal 
capacity and more guns. 
It is not ex- 
pected that they will ever have to steam 
very far from home, though they can 
carry enough fuel-to enable them to 
cross the ocean at full speed if neces- 
sary. 


The Kearsarge and the Kentucky will 
have each a double turret both fore and 
aft, and the turrets will carry the lar- 
gest guns of any battleships afloat. They 
will be 13 inch guns, and each ship will 
have four of these. 
There will also bo 
to each vessel four 8 inch guns. 
The 
Kearsarge and the Kentucky will cost 
$2,250,000 apiece. 
They come high. 
Their crews will consist of 600 m-en to 
each ship. Harveyized armor plate pro- 
tects the vessels. They will draw 25 feet 
water. 
' 


Progress Among the Negroes. 


Nearly 20 years ago Rev. Dr. Bel- 
lows, making a commencement address 
to the students of Wilberforce university 
(colored) near Xenia, O., bade them 
cultivate their mouths. He exhorted 
them to hold their mouths closed and 
firm, and thereby they would in time 
chisel away the thick lips arid loose 
facial muscles. Looking through the 
pages of Peterson's Magazine, in which 
Hargherita Arlina Hamm describes the 
Tuskegee Normal and Industrial insti- 
tute, the reader discovers from portraits 
of the teachers there that they at least 
have cultivated their mouths. They rep- 
resent the product of the best culture 
among the African race in America. 
The result is distinctly pleasing. These 
men have clear, bright eyes; good, strong 
chins and are good to look upon. 
The 
bronze and ebony features have taken on 
a comeliness and regularity that can 
only come from intellectual develop- 
ment. 
The chins • show that they can 
measure their powers against other men 
and not be afraid. 


Booker T. Washington, the principal 
of the institute, has faithfully pursued 
his hobby of industrial education for 
the negro, and now he begins to reap 
his reward. 
There are between 1,100 
and 1,200 students at the school, young 
men and women. 
Every year they go 
out trained workers in the best indus- 
trial methods and trades. Tuskegee in- 
stitute has opened a new era for the 
black man. 


The Bicycling Year. 


The editor of Harper's Magazine calls 
1895 the great bicycling year. He does 
not think that treading the wheel is a 
graceful performance for either men or 
women, but he is sure all the same that 
wheeling for both sexes has come to 
stay. 
Well, whether bicycling looks 
graceful depends on whether one is ac- 
customed to seeing it. It looks well 
enough after people are used to it. 
But 
the editor protests powerfully against 
women on the wheel deforming their 
waists and their feet by tight lacing and 
toothpick ehoes. The jesthetio editor 
speaks right out in meeting and says 
corsets" plainly. 
He says the man 
who admires tight lacing ought to be 
put into corsets himself. The editor 
grows fairly eloquent in the following: 
"Women will never be really emanci- 
pated by the bicycle or the ballot until 
they free themselves from the two cur.ses 
that enfeeble them and incapacitate 
them for the enjoyment of life—the 
tight corset and the misshapen shoe."

The Three Generals. 


The conduct of war resembles 
the 
conduct of life. 
There are rules and 
principles which it is well to know; but 
for success more is needed than knowl- 
edge. 
The successful 
man sees the 
world as it is, grasps the situation be- 
fore him, goes straight to the point, 
and keeps to it. 
We say of him, in 
one aspect, that he has a character; in 
another that he has common sense, and 
common sense at its best we call gen- 
ius. 
The command of an army is a 
matter of character and common sense. 


Of generals not mere ciphers there 
are three kinds. 
There 
is the com- 
mander who has the force of will, bi^t 
whose intelligence is not cultivated, 
He makes a good subordinate—a Ney 
or a Benedek—but is prone to fail when 
left to himself. 
Then there is 
the 
intellectual man, apt to take in more 
learning than he can carry. 
He be- 
comes a Brunswick, a Massenbach, 
a 
Colley. 
Sometimes, but not often, a 
powerful mind is coupled with a very 
strong backbone. 
Such a man, when 
he has a chance, does great 
things. 
Moltke's problems are not conclusive 
evidence as to character, but no one 
can study them without 
recognizing 
the master quality of mind. 
Their 
author may have had infinite learning, 
but it has been digested out of sight. 
"What is visible is the perfection of com- 
mon sense.

One night in 1801 a litile girl about 
our year old was depo.siied iu the draw- 
er o£ the foundling hospital at Brest. 
She was dressed with much iinerey, and 
a note attached to her skirts told that 
her name was Solange, and that she 
would be reclaimed 
by her 
father. 
When she was twelve years old she 
was sent out into the streets to sell 
flowers, and her beauty and her mod- 
esty attracted many people's good will; 
but she grew weaUer aud weaker, and 
at last she died, or at least it 
was 
thought so. According to French cus- 
tom she was buried in an open basket, 
aud, as it was winter and the soil was 
frozen, she was laid into the grave cov- 
ered only with a thin layer of sand. 
During the night she av/oke, and, push- 
ing the sand away, crepi out from the 
grave. 


Not exactly understanding what had 
taken place, she was not so very much 
frightened; but in crossing the glade 
between the cemetery and the forti- 
fications, she was suddenly stopped by 
the cry: 
"Qui vive?" and, as she did 
not answer, the sentinel fired, and she 
fell to the ground. 


Brought into the 
guardhouse, 
her 
wound was found to be very slight, and 
she soon recovered. But her singular his- 
tory,and also her great beauty,had made 
so deep an impression upon a young 
lieutenant of the garrison—Kramer— 
that he determined to be her protector 
and sent her to one of the most fash- 
ionable establishments in Paris. 
Dur- 
ing the next few years Kramer was 
much tossed about by the war; but 
when, in 1818, he returned to Paris he 
found Solange a full-grown woman, not 
only beautiful, but accomplished and 
spirited, with no more trace of intel- 
lectual weakness or nervous fits. He 
married her, and for several years the 
couple lited happily in Paris. 


Meanwhile investigations were made 
concerning the girl left in 1801 in the 
foundling hospital at Brest, and, as 
these investigations were made by the 
Swedish ambassador, and in a

heard

Captain 
Kramer and his wife went immediately 
to Stockholm and were ennobled. Their 
son some time ago was appointed at- 
tache to the Swedish legation in Paris.

"WHEBEAS, The new charter renders 
necessary the nomination of five coun- 
cilmen at large and three water works 
trustees, who shall be voted for by all 
the voters jpf the city, and 


"WHEBEAB, Under the present system 
there is great danger lest such nomina- 
tions be unwisely inade, it being possi- 
ble that all the candidates might ue 
taken from a single ward or represent 
a single interest, and 


' WHEREAS, The present system is a 
great burden and expense to every 
candidate whether he be nominated or 
not, and | 
^ 


' WHEBEAS, In the opinion of many, 
the present system leads to great dis. 
satisfaction among democrats and dis- 
trust of each'other, whenever the vote 
received by rival candidates at ihe pri- 
mary election is close, and 


' WHEBEAS, In tickets made up at 
such primary elections no regard can 
be paid to giving representation to the 
various elements and interests of the 
party, thus precluding the posibility of 
making the ticket that well balanced 
and symmetrical whole so essential to 
success, and 


"WHEREAS, There ia a wide spread 
feeliog that the present system has not 
in practice, been a success, bat a disap- 
pointment, and has resulted in creat- 
ing animosity and hard feelings, wluch 
have operated to the disadvantage oif 
the democratic party, and 


" WHEBEAS, It is thought that a very 
large proportion of the 
democratic 
voters for the reaso s above stated, 
would favor a change from the present 
system of primary elections to a dele- 
gate convention; therefore, 


"Resolved, That this mass convention 
of democrats of the city of Fort Wayne 
assembled at the call of the city central 
oammittee in conjunction with demo* 
crats generally, hereby request said 
city central committee to submit to the 
democratic voters of this city the ques- 
tion of changing the method of making 
nominations for the offices of mayor, 
city clerk, councilmen at large and 
water works trustees, from the present 
system of primary elections to a dele- 
gate convention; that said election be
